To Daniel Manln, tb e famous D ictator and Preel- 
d en i Of th e shorl-Uved Venetian RepubUo of 
1848-9, Venice owes much of Us p resen t increased 
com m ercial im portance and rapid developm enu 
It was the m agnetism of his exam ple and the un- 
selfish devotion of his associates and supporters 
m at charged w ith new life th e long dorm ant 
spirit of liberty th at for years had been crushed 
under tho A ustrleu dom luatloo, u n u l the lion of 
St. M arx nad become tbe symbol of apathetic 
BubmUslon aud a changeless relio of tbe pro sp er­ 
ous days of tho past, m ocking tho steady and 
hopeiesa decline of the provinces and city. To 
the Bturdy old fisherm en who sleep In the sun at 
tbe base of the uon colum n, statu esq u e types of 
em otionless bum snlty, w ith faces as cnangeless tn 
line as the carved heads on the columns of tho 
Ducal Palace, complexion# paling In the Intensity 
of color the ruddy brow n m arbles of the carved 
o rnam ents; to theae hum an statu es, whom a de­ 
cade changea only by adding a richer to n e to m e 
w eatherbeaten skiu or a deeper furrow to the 
cheek, it seem s but yesterday since they gathered 
on tbe R azzetta to dem and of the authorities 
the liberation of Manin and Tommaseo and 
by their im pulsive ooarage made tho thought of 
liberty a possibility.

The irlends of our m aunfactnrlng intereete m ust 
ever regret tne exiatenee of causes wnloh disturb 
tne balance ot p >wer between capital and labor, 
those twin sisters of m odem progress, whose un- 
rem lttiug straggles for supremacy m ust always 
tend to tne discomfiture of both, it u particu­ 
larly unfortunate that tn America, where indus­ 
trial and m anuiactarlng interests are bat in ihelr 
Infancy, labor should demand or capital deny any­ 
thing which, well understood, could prove to be 
of m utual behont to botb. It should be the study 
of employers to give tho be-»i possible prices 
for labor consistent w ith a reasonable rem u­

employed to make no extravagant dem ands for 
exorbitant wages that would cripple and em­ 
baí rass capital. Some kinds of ouslness, euch as 
bricklaying, stonecutting, painting, plumbing and 
tho like, need not depend upon tne rate* paid to 
similar trades in a foreign m arket to fix tbelr 
prices hero, for these must hinge upon the occa­ 
sional or permsnenc conditions of 
LOCAL B urrLT A.vn nEUAMO. 
Others again, like tbe textile labrlcs or iron
